PRESERVATION OF BUTTER. 


In looking over the last Patent Office Report 
we find the following recipe from , Madison 
Reynolds, of Canton, Stark Co., O: 

A good cow will yield 209 pounds of but- 
ter per year. Our best butier-makers have 
what we call a ‘‘spring-house’—a_ small 
building of stonear brick, with’ Yarge shal- 
low troughs, thro’ which run streams of 
spring-water. After milking and straining 
the pans or crocks of new milk are placed 
in these water-troughs, and the cream soon 
rises tothe top. The barrel-churnis the 
kind in general use here. To preserve but- 
ter in warm weather fora week, it must be 
worked over untilthe milk is all exppelled; 
to preserve it for winter use, it may be pack- 
ed in’store furs, containing about 20 pounds 
each, with I pound pulverized rock-salt, } 
pound loaf-sugar, and $ ounce saltpetre 
The crock or jar should’ then be covered, 
first, with aclean white cloth, aud then with 
drilling or heavy mustain, dipped into a pre- 
paration of melted tallow aad beeswax, und 
bound round tight with, wire, (o exclude the 
vir, and then deposited in the spring-house 
for winter use. I assisted in preparing bnt- 
ter on the above plan for the California mar- 
ket, and it was sold there, fresh and sweet, 
for $1,50 per pound.

the Government—a_ high-minded, honora- 
ble gentleman, above the least shadow of 
suspicion—a man Who would scorn to doan 
act which would not bear the closest scru- 
tiny. 
We make these stalementa without know- 
ledge or request of Major OGoen, but sim ply 
that we may do sn honorable man, whem 
we esteem and rexpect, that justice which 
the caso demands, By giving publicity to 
the above, through your journal, you will 
confer a favor upon those who will appre- 
ciate it.
